Tuesday morning of this week,. local 
Health Officer/ Dr; H; F. Beebe, acting 
'under orders of Dr. C. St. Clair Drake,: 
Director of the Stale Department of 
Public Health,. look measures to close 
the Antioch schools, churches, picture 
shows, etc., and to prohibit the holdinpr 
of lodge meetings and social gatherings 
of all kinds, in, order that the epidemic 
mipht the sooner.be checked. 
I •..$>' Also acting upon his advice Wra. 
'/Christian, President of the Village 
Board, issued ; orders that all Bchool 
children must be kept off the public 
streets except when upon absolutely 
necessary errands. 

This, however does, not mean that 
there is cause for undue alarm, for abv 
cording to figures in tho hands of the 
local health officer, the epidemic right 
here in the village of Antioch is con- 
siderably on the wane. La^t week the 
total number of new caseB within the 
corporate limits of the village, reported 
to him was sixty-eight, while the new 
cases this.week has totaled but forty- 
four a decrease of twenty-four within 
,,v ftTe^Iage limits. 

•• Lasl'wek the two .Antioch doctors 
were handling approximately- two hun- 
dred and leventy-five cases in Antioch 
and.surrounding t rritory. This week 
they are unable to give an estimate on 
, . account of conditions being so mater- 
ially .changed each day. In last week's 
' ^ssueVwe . were able to state that al- 
tfhough'.there was so large a number of 
: . ca^es %nere had been no deaths, but 
'.this weelc ther/e has been two deaths 
with what'is Bupposed to be a consider- 
ably Bmaller number of cases. 

The State' Department makes the es- 
timate that there are at the present 
time 170,000 cases in the state outside 
of Chicago and 17,900 in that city. The 
Department is convinced that the epi- 
demic has reached a point where it re- 
quires prompt and vigorous measures,, 
consequently the. "closing" orders as 
given to Antioch, are being put into 
force throughout the entire state until 
the epidemic subsides, with the excep- 
tion, however, of schools which are al- 
lowed to, remaid open in localities not 
affected. Dr. Drake says that in his 
opinion all communities rot already 
visited, will be before the epidemic 
passes. ' '•'"• _____

New food Regulations for 

Hotels and Restaurants 

.-.-/ ,-. . '■' . ■' -. 

New regulations for the service < of 
food in hotels, restaurants,. and public 
eating ;hoUsea will be pat Into [ : . effect 
October -21, by the United.Statea Food 
Administration. ••- • 

In order to fullfill the. Americon 
promise to send 17,600,000 tonB of food 
to the Allies this; year, public eating" 
houses are being BBked to- observe a 
more strict conservation program than : 
last year, and to accomplish this. Mr. 
Hoover has issued twelve general orders' 
which : wlll be strictly ehforcedsthrough 
the control of distribution' of sugar, 
flour and other food supplies. 

These regulations limit the service of 
butter to one half ounce per persona 
meal, and of only one kind of meat to a 
person.. Sugar bowls will, not 'b'e, al- 
lowed on tables or counters and no sugar 
maybe served unless the patron re- 
quests it, and then only one. teaspoon- 
full or its equivalent per person, a meal. 
Bread or toast must not be x served as 
a garniture or under meat and no bread 
or.other bakery product will be served 
which does not • contain at leaBt 20 £ 
wheat flour substitutes, nor shall more 
than 2 ounces of this bo called "victory 
bread" bo served to a person. It

breads, made from wheat flour^ sub- 
stitutes are served in place of the\"vic; 
tory bread," 4 ounces may be served to 
a person. - t ■ \ 

The new regulations forbid bringing 
bread of any kind,' to the- table until 
after the first course has-been served. 
They : also forbid the use of- bacon as a 
garniture. The service of. American 
cheese is oho limited to one half ounce 
per person a meal. 

It is pointed out that failure of any 
public eating, places to : comply w/ith 
these regulations will be regarded as a 
practice forbidden by section 4, of the 
Food Control Act of August 10, 1917, 
and de'alt:wlth accordingly. * 

NocakeB with icings made from cane 
or beet sugar will be served, and eating 
olaces will also from now on, economize 
in the use of coffee. All- banquets and] 
luncheons will be simplified to the 
greatest possible extent.

Tractor Demonstration 

On Curtis farm 

At 10:00 a. m. Saturday, Oct 19, 
1918, on the Walker M. Curtiss Estate 
farm,: located J mile south of Salem, 
Wisconsin, at a signal given by Field 
Manager, Griffith Richards, twelve 
tractors will start .in to plow three 
acres each. Records will be kept of 
fuel and rt 6lf consumption of each trac- 
tor. Farmers are short of labor due to 
"the draft of their sons and hired men 
bo they must buy tractors to help them 
maintain the production of food pro- 
ducts demanded by Uncle Sam. ThiB 
tractor demonstration is conducted in 
order that farmers may see the various 
tractors in action and so be better able 
to decide on the make'of tractors they 
desire to purchase.. Every farmer 
within a radius of 3(f miles is invited to 
be present at this big tractor demon- 
stration. See the following tractors 
plow: Avery, Case, Cleveland, Eagle, 
Farmer Boy, Fordson, International, 
Moline, Rumley, Turner Simplicity and 

Wallis. 

For tho purpose of encouraging the 
farmers to do better plowing, which 
will increase food production, two plow- 
ing dembnstrations for horserdrawn 
plows will be conducted. There will be 
a class for walking plows and a class 
for riding plows (including sulky and 
gang plows.) Farmers who believe 
they are good plowmen are invited to 
take part in the contest, which will be- 
gin at 2 p. m. They must furnish their 
own team and plow* Farmers who in- 
tend to enter this compeptition should 
send in their names to Griffith Richards, 
Kenosha, Wis , at once and state 

whether they intend to use a walking 

or riding plow.

He was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Tillie Mau who with their 
three children, a boy of fourteen and 
two girls five and eight years of age are 
left to mourn the loss of a kind and con- 
siderate husband and father.

"And then," the kaiser went on, 
••when their great offensive was within 
a week of being launched we broke 
through their lines on a slope 3,000 
feet high, covered with snow, where 
they couldn't bring up their reserves 
or new guns, and we surrounded 
them ! > 

"We took practically everything they 
possessed — food enough, to feed our 
•entire array without calling upon our 
own supplies at all. Never before hud 
•our armies seen such an accumulation 
of ammunition. I must certainly go 
•down to see It. j 

u We cut off their northern retreat 
and, as they swung their army to the 
south, we captured 60,000 of them up 
to their knees in the rice fields. One 
•of the great mistakes they made was 
>in carrying their civilian refugees with 
them— clogging their nnrrow roads and 
Impeding the retreat of their soldiers. 
"We had- taken possession of their most 
productive ■ regions, and their retreat 
-was through territory which yielded 
them nothing. Just think of that re- 
treating army thrown upon the already 
impoverished Inhabitants of that sec- 
tion. Why, they'll starve to death ! , 
•'Everywhere ' we went we found 
their big guns abandoned. In one 
■small village we came upon a gun dec- 
orated with flowers and surmounted 
with .a portrait of Emperor Franz Jo- 
sef. It had been put there by the Ital- 
ian inhabitants of the village to show 
their happiness at being released at 
last from the yoke of the intolerable 
Italian lawyer government 1 How ter- 
ribly the Italians must have treated 
them! Italy will never get oyer this 
defeat. This was real help from God ! 
Now, we've got the allies!" and he 
struck his left hand with his right with 
.great force to emphasize his apparent 
conviction "that the turning point In 
the war had beeu reached with Italy's 
collapse. 

That the kaiser now regarded Win- 
:self and his armies as Invincible I felt, 
.and I feared that the success In Italy 
would be followed at the first favora- 
ble opportunity by n gigantic offensive 
•on the western front. 

Indeed, on a subsequent occasion, 
when he called at my office for further 
treatment, and again referred to the 
Italian triumph, he remarked: "If bur 
armies could capture 300,000 Italians— 
rand those 300,000 might Just as well be 
•dead as far as Italy is concerned — we 
can do the same thing ' against our 
•enemies ou the west!" 

This was one of the Interviews I was 
«o anxious- to report to the representa- 
tives of the American intelligence de- 
partment at our legntlon in Copen- 
hagen and, later on, when I finally ar- 
rived In that city, 1 related it In great 
detail to them. I remained In Copen- 
hagen eleven days and during the 
greater part of that time I was being 
Interviewed by one or another of the 
representatives of our intelligence de- 
partment. Exactly two months later, 
on March 21, the western offensive 
broke out a* I had feared. 

I called at Potsdam a day or two la- 
ter to attend the kaiser again, nnd 
found him still In the same triumphant 
mood, and so anxious was he to get 
■down to Italy that he called at my of- 
fice three times that week to enable 
me to complete my work on his affect- 
ed tooth. 

Oa November 2G the kaiser called at 
my office" for what proved to be his 
last sitting. I had received word on 
the 20th that my pass for America had 
been granted and that I could leave 
on the 30th, and I accordingly told the 
.kaiser that it was my Intention to leave 
for Copenhagen on that day. 

I explained that I was completely 
run down— and I certainly looked It — 
and that It was necessary for me to 
get to Copenhagen anyway, so that I 
could get In touch with America re- 
garding a porcelain tooth patent which 
hnd been granted to me In July, 1915, 
but which a large dentnl company was 
seeking to wrest? from me. The patent 
authorities had delayed action because 
of the fact that I resided In an enemy 
country. 

On the 2Sth I received a letter from 
the court chamberlain stating that the 
president of police had made it known 
to the kalner that I had applied for a 
pass to America and demanding an ex- 
planation us to why I hud told the kai- 
ser that I had planned to go to Copen- 
hagen and had not mentioned Amer- 
ica. 

I at once replied that It was Indeed 
any intention, ns 1 had told the kaiser, 
to go to. Copenhagen, but that I had 
.applied for the pass to America be- 
cause I wanted to be In a position to 
go there if my patent affairs demand- 
ed it and I expressed the hope that 
nothing would be done to Interfere 
with the pass which had been prom- 
ised me for tho 30th. 

Nevertheless, the 30th came around 
and the pass didn't, and the boat which 
sailed from Copenhagen on December 
7, which I had planned to take, sailed 

without me. 

Again the weury weeks followed 
ecrfa other without the slightest lntl- 
■ Tt^iicn from anyone that I would ever 
be allowed to leave. Indeed, I had 
fully mado up my mind that tho au- 
thorities had derided to .keep me In 



Berlin for reasons of their own and 
that nothing I could do could mend the 
situation, when, early In January, I re- 
ceived the Joyous tidings that 1 could 
leave January 21-23. I left on the 
22d, and as far as I have since been 
able to ascertain I -was -the last Amer- 
ican male to leave Germany with the 
consent of the officials. 



CHAPTER III. 



The Kaiser's Dual Personality. 
If I had come away from Germany In 
January, 1014, Instead of In January, 
1918, aad had written {lie Impression 
I had gained of the" kaiser In the ten 
years I had known him, what a false 
picture I would have painted of the 
mna as he really Is I 

It would have been a picture of a 
maa who In general appearance and 
bearlag was every Inch an emperor and 
yet who could exhibit all the courtesy, 
nfTablllty and gentleness of the most 
democratic gentleman, a man soft of 
eye and kindly In expression, a man of 
wide reading and attainments— perhaps 
the most versatile man in the world, a 
maa who possessed a most alert mind, 
a remarkable memory and the keenest 
observation; a maa who was not gen- 
erous In nature aad yet was at times 
considerate of others ; a man of charm- 
ing personality and amiability. It 
would have shown a man of unpar- 
ulleled egotism, n man who was im- 
patient of correction and who would 
brook no opposition. There might have 
been la the picture a suggestion of tho 
dire lengths to which the man would 
go to have his way, but it would have 
been only a suggestion. 

As far as It went, the picture would 
have been accurate, but It would have 
been sadly Incomplete — with all the 
lights worked In but lacking all the 
shadows. 

It took the war and Its attendant 
horrors to reveal the kaiser jn his 
true colors. The war did not change 
his character; It uncovered it. 

Early In my practice* I happened to 
mention to the kaiser that I appre- 
ciated the friendliness he showed mo 
In Invariably waving his hand at me 
as he passed my window when walking 
along the Tlergarten. 

"It's a good advertisement for you, 
Davis," he said. "The people see mo 
waving to you and they know you must 
I bo a good dentist or I wouldn't 
come to you.- It will help your busi- 
ness!" In every act, he was conscious 
of the public. 

During that period of my career In 
Berlin, he showed the utmost Interest 
In my progress and frequently Inquired 
how my practice was developing. 

The first bill I rendered him, as I 
have mentioned, he doubled. On a 
number of subsequent occasions, he 
paid me more than my bill called for. 
These overpayments never amounted 
to very much, but they Impressed me 
because they were so out of keeping 
with the stinginess the kaiser dis- 
played in other directions. 

From time to time the kaiser sent 
or brought me autographed pictures of 
himself or others. At the time of the 
one hundredth anniversary of Fred- 
erick the Great, he gave me a picture 
of that monarch. Oa another occasion, 
he presented me with a group picture 
of himself surrounded by his family 
and dogs. I remember his bringing to 
mo a large unframed picture In cele- 
bration of his sliver wedding. It was 
about twenty-four by eighteen inches 
In size. It showed the kalserln and 
himself in a sort of cloud floating above 
a blrdseye view of Berlin, with tho 
palace and the cathedral dimly seen 
below. 

"I don't know just what this master; 
piece was meant to signify, but I had It 
framed and placed it in my office. • It 
evoked from a little boy who entered 
the room with -his mother the follow- 
ing astonished remark: "Oh, mother, 
look at the kaiser In heaven !" ' • 

A' post-card picture of the kaiser, 
signed by his own hand, was In his 
own estimation one of the most price- 
less gifts he could bestow. I remem- 
ber his donating one of them to an 
Amerlcaa charity bazaar in Berlin to 
be auctioned off. lie thought that the 
fact that the card came from his Im- 
perial majesty gave It a value which 
could not be measured In dollars and 
cents. A piece of jewelry or a sum 
of money might have been duplicated 
or even, excelled by a gift of similar 
character from any American million- 
aire^ — for whose wealth the kaiser fre- 
quently expressed the utmost contempt 
— but what could surpass the value of 
an autograph of the kaiser 1 

No doubt tho royal banquets were 
prepared much upon the same prin- 
ciple, for It was a common saying 
among tho German nrlstocracy that one 
hnd better feel well before going to a 
banquet at the palace. 

I happened to mention to the kaiser 
the reputation his banquets held among 
his people. He was not at all taken 
aback. 

"That's good !" he commented. "Tho 
Germans are too fat, anyway. The ma- 
jority of the people cat too much." 

Long after automoblllng became 
more or less general, the kaiser still 
employed a. horse and" carriage for 
ordinary travel, relying upen hla frco 



use of the railways for longer dis- 
tances. When, however, the rolchstag 
passed a law compelling royalty to pay 
for their railroad travel, the kaiser 
took to automobiles. They charged 
him 11,000 marks, he told me, for tho 
use of a train oa one of his shooting 
trips, and that apparently was more 
than he could stund. 

"Autos are expensive," he declared, 
"but they don't cost me that much I" 

The kaiser speaks English with but 
tho slightest trace of a forelga acceat. 
His diction is perfect. He speaks 
French, too, very flueatly, and, # I be- 
lieve, Italian. He is widely read on 
almost all subjects and knows the lit- 
erature of England, France aad Amer- 
icans well as that of Germany. Mark 
Twala was one of his favorite Amer- 
ican authors nnd Longfellow his choice 
of American poets. 

He prides himself on his acquain- 
tance with history and has little re- 
spect for the political oplalons of oth- 
ers whose knowledge of history Is less 
complete. 

Shortly after Caraegle had donated 
five million marks to Germany to fur- 
ther world-peace, I happened to bo 
talklag to the kaiser of American mil- 
lionaires and the steelmaster was 
mentioned. 

"Of course, Carnegie la a nice old 
man nnd means well," remarked the 
kaiser, condescendingly, "but he Is to- 
tally Ignorant «of world history. He's 
just advanced us five million- for 
world-peace: ^Ve accepted It naturally, 
but, of course, we Intend to continue 
our policy of maintaining our army and 
navy In full strength." 

Indeed, there is hardly any subject 
to which the .kaiser has devoted any 
considerable attention in which he 
doesn't regard himself as the final au- 
thority. ' 

As an art collector and antiquarian 
he claims first place and he is rather 
inclined to feel that secoad place 
should be left vacant. He aways re- 
sented very much the acquisition by 
American millionaires of art trensures 
and antiquities which their wealth en- 
abled them, to buy, but which their 
limited acquaintance with history and 
their lack of culture and refinement 
made them unable to appreciate — In 
the kaiser's estimation. 

Of his own taste In art little need be 
said. ^Thc monuments which he caused 
to be erected to his ancestors and their 
advisors and which ndora the Sieges 
Alice, the street he had opened through 
the Tlergarten especially for them, are 
at the same time a moaument to the 
kaiser's Ideas of art. They arc the 
laughing-stock of the artistic world. 
They have been so frequently defaced 
by vandals whose artistic taste they 
offended that It was necessary to sta- 
tion policemen In the Sieges Alice to 
guard them. Not long ago a burglary 
occurred In the vicinity. The burglars 
were observed while at work and a 
startled civilian rushed to the Sieges 
Allee to summon one of the ofllcers 
who were known to be on guard there. 
"If you hurry," exclaimed the civil- 
ian, excitedly, "you can catch these 
burglars red-handed." 

"I'm sorry," replied the policeman, 
"But I cannot leave the statues." 

Realism Is the kaiser's Idea of what 
Is most desirable In dramatic art. 
Whcji he put on "Sardanapal," a Greek 
tragedy lu pantomime, at the Berlin 
opera house, he sent professors to 
the British museum to secure the most 
detailed Information available regard- 
ing the costumes of the period. Every 
utensil, every article of wearing ap- 
parel, every button, .every weapon, In 
fact, every property used In the play 
were to bo faithfully reproduced, par- 
ticular pains being taken to produce a 
most realistic effect In a funeral pyre 
scene in which a king ended his life. 
The kaiser sent me tickets to see It 

King Edward attended the perform- 
ance at the Berlin Itoyal opera and I 
asked the kaiser how the king of Eog- 
land enjoyed It 

"My gracious," the kaiser replied, 
unnblo to repress his satisfaction nt 
the effect the pantomime had had on 
his royal uncle, "why, the king was 
very much alarmed when the funeral 
pyre scene came on. lie thought the 
whole opera house was on lire!" 

Perhaps the kaiser's love for details 
might be attributed to his keen obser- 
vation. Nothing, no matter how triv- 
ial, escaped his attention. 

A couple of years before the war. I 
had the empire furniture In my wait- 
ing room reupholstercd. On the very 
first occasion of the kaiser's calling nt 
my office after the change he notlccd.it. 
"My, my, how beautiful the chairs 
look!" he exclaimed. "Good enough for 
Napoleon himself." 

On another occasion, between two of 
the knlser's visits, I had had put up 
In the waiting room a new portrait of 
Mrs. Davis. The kaiser noticed It the 
moment he came Into the room and 
made some complimentary remark 
about It. 

The kaiser frequently ncciiFed the 
Amerknns of being dollar-worshipers 
and the English of being ruled by 
Mammon, but that he himself was not 
totally, unmindful of the value and 
power of money was clearly revealed 
by the manner In which he entered to 
people of wealth In recent years.. 
The richest man In Berlin and one 



of the richest In Germany was a He- 
brew coal magnate named Fried- 
lander. Tho kaiser ennobled, him and 
made him Von Frledlnnder-Fuld. An- 
other wealthy Hebrew to whom the 
kaiser catered was Schwabach, head* 
of the Blelchroeder bank, one of the 
.strongest private banks In Germany, 
nnd he, too, was ennobled, becoming 
Von Schwubach. t 

.A number of other wealthy Hebrews 
In Germany were nlso honored by the 
kaiser in another way. Although he 
was averse to visiting the homes of 
private individuals who lacked social 
standing, he departed from his rule In 
their favor and visited their mansions 
ostensibly to view their art collections, 
but actually to tickle their vanity. 

Shortly after Lelshman became am- 
bassador to Germany, the kaiser called 
oa me. 

"Your new ambnssndor*s daughter is 
the best looking young lady who has 
attended our court la many n day," he 
declared. "Half a dozea of my young 
staff officers are very anxious to marry 
her. Can you tell me, Davis, whether 
these Lelshmnns have money?" 

If the kaiser despised the American 
propensity for money-making, he was 
certainly not averse to acquiring 
American dollars. 

He told me once that every trip the 
Hamburg-American lluer Amerlka 
made from New York to Hamburg re- 
sulted In 'transferring $150,000 from 
American to German pockets, nnd 
added : "We're mighty glad to get some 
of your American money, I can tell 
you," 

Of the knlser's versatility I had 
convincing evidence. In his conversn- 
tlons with me wo usually waadered 
from subject to subject In the most 
haphazard manner, nnd he Invariably 
displayed a surprlslag store of Infor- 
mation on every topic we touched, and 
I am not vain enough to believe that 
he was so anxious to make a favorable 
Impression upon me that he prepared 
for these discussions In advance. 

Indeed, tho kaiser discussed so free- 
ly almost every subject that suggested 
Itself that I often wondered what his 
advisors would have said had they 
overheard our conversations, nis read- 
iness *to talk to me was uadoubtedly 
due to a tendency ho had to trust 
every one with whom he came In latl- 
mate contact. For a man who was apt 
to have so many enemies, he was less 
suspicious than aayone I had ever 
met. He seemed to trust every one, and 
his sease of security ualooseacd his 
toague aad made him moro talkative, 
perhaps, than was always discreet 

The kaiser wns very fond of listen- 
ing to and telling stories with a point 
and would frequently Invite me to tell 
him any new one that I might have 
heard. Some of the stories we ex- 
changed were more or less risque and 
would be out of plnce in these pnges, 
but I do not mean to Intimate that 
there was anything very much amiss 
with them. They, always amused him 
very much and ho wns quick to catch 
the point. 

The knlser's sense . of humor fre- 
quently exhibited Itself. He told mo 
of a conference between representa- 
tives of all the powers regarding tho 
selection of a king for Albania after 
the Balkan wnr. Some of those present 
thought the Incumbent ought to be a 
Catholic, others Insisted that a Greek 
Catholic was essential, still others 
malntalacd that a Mohammedan would 
be most logical. 

It seemed quite .Impossible to come 
to any agreement as to just what re- 
ligion the king of Albania should pro- 
fess, and the kaiser had ended the dis- 
cussion, he said, with the suggestion: 
"Well, gentlemen, if a Protestant 
won't do, nnd a Unman Catholic won't 
do, aad a Buddhist Is out of the ques- 
tion, why not select a Jew and call him 
Jacob the First?- He'll have his throat 
cut, anyway, In three months I" 

The powers did not select n Jew, but 
the prince of Wled, tho kaiser's nomi- 
nee, was put on the throne, and within 
a mouth or two afterwards had to 'flee 
for his life. 

In referring to Roosevelt's patriotic 
offer to lead an nrmy in France, tho 
kaiser declared that he admired him 
for his courage and zeal. 
"■V'l hear," he said, "that he Is now on 
his way to Italy. It Is too bad we did 
not postpone our offensive there. Per- 
haps we might have captured him. 
Wouldn't Teddy look funny in a gas 
mask?" 

Shortly after the U-boat Deutsch- 
lnnd made Its successful trip to Amer- 
ica, the kaiser called on ine„ nnd ho 
was In a very jocular frame of mind. 

I happened to mention to him that I 
planned to go to America the following 
summer in connection with tho porce- 
lain tooth I ,had patented. 

"Well, It won't bfc necessary now, 
Davis," he commented, "We can. send 
the Deutschland over and bring back 
a boatload of teeth!" 

"Fix my teeth well, Davis," he de- 
clared on another occasion, "so that I 
can bite. There are lots of people I 
would like to bite I" and he snapped 
his Jnws together in a way that would 
have boded 111 for the victims ho had In 
mind, although his remark was evi- 
dently moro 'facetious than vicious. 
Tho courtesy aad nffublllty which 



the kaiser almpsF Invariably displayed 
.in his relation}} with me did not pre- 
vent; hjm^op, .6no J occasion from show- 
lag lils Indignation -when I touched him 
upon what was evidently a very sore 
point— the part'thot America was go- 
ing to play In the war, although he al- 
ways claimed to be unperturbed nbout 
the American situation. /••■, 

. He had -pointed, outrthat 'America at 
that time had only 80,000. men In 
France and he .believed, that, the II- 
boat's would effectively prevent nny- 
' great addition to our forces abroad, if, 
Indeed,' they ever left our shores. 

"As- a matter of fact, however," he 
added,: "your countrymen would be 
very willing, no doubt, to light for their 
country -.to protect it from invasion* 
but I don't belloye you'll ever get many 
of them to leave home to light abroad. 
America will rcaily be a very small 
factor in the war, Davis l" 

"Your majesty Is underestimating 
the power of America 1" I replied. 

He turned to mo Indignantly, and in 
his most imperious manner exclaimed: 
"We underestimate no onel We 
know.exactly what. wo are doing 1" 

How seriously he was mistaken in 
this respect has slaco been sufficiently 
proved. 

No matter how gloomy tho outlook, 
for Germany, the kaiser seldom show- 
ed concern. It Is true that whenever 
things were going wrong, as when the 
Russians In the early part of the, war 
were sweeplag everything before th*>m 
in their advance on the Carpathians, 
he and the rest of the royal family 
kept as far In the background as pos- 
sible, whereas whea the German cause 
was triumphant, as la the case of tho 
offensive ngalast Italy, he could not 
make himself too conspicuous at the 

front. 

But even when Germany's adversity 
•waB greatest, the kaiser always put on 
a brave. f root At such times I have 
seen him stop in the street, after leav- 
ing my office, and before tho hundreds 
of people waiting outside to greet him, 
ostentntlously put a cigarette In his 
mouth nnd light It, that everyone might 
notice how steady his hand was and 
how little he was worried by the turn 
things were tnklng. 

At the same time, on one or two oc- 
casions nfter the war started, I noticed 
that he acted differently when In tho 
dental chair than had beea his custom 
when everything wns sereae. 

The kaiser once bonsted to me that 
not a building was erected In Germany, 
not a bridge built, not a street opened, 
not a park laid out, but what the proj- 
ect was first submitted: to him. He 
kept posted on everything that was 
going on, not only In Germany, hut in 
the world at, large, and, ns far ns ho 
was able, he endeavored to havu his 
finger In every development of world- 
wide Importance. I cannot Imagine 
that he was less lntcrest.ed'ln what his 
couatrymen were doing la connection 
with the war than he was in their 
achlevemeats In time of peace. 

If he did not actually order the sink- 
ing of the Lusltanla, therefore, I am 
convinced that he was thoroughly 
aware of the plan to blow It up and 
sanctioned It. That ho could have 
averted It If ho had beea prompted to 
to do so Is clearly Indicated by aaother 
Incident which left a very deep im- 
pression upon me. 

I wus informed by one of the Ger- 
man aviators that plans had been 
made to drop gas bombs on London 
which eontnlned a deadly gas which 
would penetrate the cellars of houses 
In which civilians were In the habit 
of hiding during air raids. 

Shortly before this hideous Idea was 
to be put Into effect the papers an- 
nounced that bombs, of this character 
had been dropped by the allies on 
Baden-Baden, but that, fortunately, 
they had fallen In a clump of woods 
In the center of the town and had fail- 
ed to explode, ' which had given the 
Germans an opportunity to tuke them 
apart and ascertain their nature.

"Tlieb- enthusiasm has awakened an 
understanding of the real purpose of 
the war both anionic their own peo- 
ples and among native-born Americans. 
Those who came here seeking freedom 
from oppression have taught us by 
their enthusiasm to vulttn ever more 
highly that liberty of which we once 
sung perhaps more with our lips than 
our hearts. 

"The ever Increasing demands for 
the appearance of the Liberty chorus 
In Chicago nnd throughout the district 
at patriotic events Is the best proof of 
the responsive chord which our fnr- 
elgn-born peoples have evoked In 
American consciousness.

Epidemic Probably Not Spanish In 
Origin— Germ Still Unknown— Peo- 
ple Should Guard Against "Droplet 
Infection"— Surgeon General Blue 
Makes Authoritative Statement 



Washington, D. 0.— (Special.)— Al- 
though King Alfonso of Spain was 
one of the victims of the Influenza epi- 
demic In 1803 and again this summer, 
Spiuilsh authorities repudiate any 
claim to Influenza as a "Spanish" dis- 
ease. If the people of this country do 
not take care tlie epidemic will be-' 
come so widespread throughout /the 
United States that soon we shall hear 
the disease called "American" Influ- 
enza. 

In response to a request for definite 
Information concerning Spanish Influ- 
enza, Surgeon General Rupert Blue of 
the U. S. Public Health Service has 
authorized the following official Inter- 
view : 

What Ib Spanish Influenza? Is It 
something new? Does It come from

As Dangerous as Poison G^s Shells 

In the head, eyes, ems, back or other 
parts of the body and a feeling of se- 
vere sickness. In most of the cases the 
symptoms disappear after Ihree or four 
days, the patient then rapidly recover- 
ing. Some of the patients, however, 
develop pneumonia, or Inllammatlon 
of the enr, or jnenlngltls, nnd many of 
these complicated cases die. Whether 
this so-cnlled 'Spanish' Influenza Is 
Identical with the epidemics of Influen- 
za of earlier years Is not yet known. 

"Epidemics of Influenza have visited 
this country, since 1047. It Is Interest- 
ing to know thnt this first epidemic 
was brought here from Valencia, 
Spain. Since that time there have 
been numerous epidemic's of the dis- 
ease, la 1SS9 and 1890 nn epidemic 
of Influenza, starting somewhere In the 
Orient, -spread first to Itussln and 
thence over practically the entire civ- 
ilized world; Three-years later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. 
Both times the epidemic -spread wide- 
ly over the United States.' 

"Although the present epidemic Is 
called 'Spanish* Influenza,' there Is no 
reason to believe that it originated lu 
Sputa. Some writer* who have studied 
the question believe thnt the epidemic 
came from the Orient and they call at- 
tention to the fact that the~Germnns 
mention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front- in the summer uud 
fall of 1917." 

How can "Spanish Influenza" be rec- 
oqnlzed7 

"TlicrQ Is as yet no certain way In 
which a single case of 'Spanish Influ- 
enza' can be recognized. On the oth- 
er hand, recognition is easy where 
there Is a group of cases. In contrast 
to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs 
and colds, which usually occur In the 
cold mouths, epidemics of Influenza 
iitriy occur at any season of the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged most 
Intensely In Europe In May, j im < ? im( j 
July. Moreover, In the case of ordi- 
nary colds, tlie general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
meuns.as severe, .or as sudden In ih.-ir 
onset as they arc in influenza. Final- 
ly, ordinary colds do not spread 
through the community so rapldlv or 
so extensively as does Influenza. 
■,£*!': !M<»8t case8;n.,perspn fa ken sick 
•with Influenza feels sick rather sud- 
denly. He feels weak, has pains In the 
eyes, ears, head^.or back, and. may be 
sore nil over."' Many patients 'feel 
dizzy; some vomit. Most of the pa- 
tients complain of feeling chilly, and 
with this comes a fever In which the 
temperature rises to 100 to 101. In 
most cases tlie pulse remains relntlve"- 
ly slow. . 

'In appearance one 1s- struck by the 
fact that the patient looks sick.' His 
eyes nnd the Inner side of bis eyelids 
may be slightly - •bloodshot,' or* 'con- 
gested,; as tho doctors say. 



thnt In this. disease the niinibcnVbf 
white corpuscles shows little or noj9n- 
crease above the 'normal, It Is possi- 
ble *that the- lohqratory invest Igatlolis 
now being made through the National 1 
Research Council and the Unlteld 
States Hygienic Laboratory will fur- 
nish a more certain way In which Imll- 
vldnul eases of this disease: Van be- 
recognized." 

What Is the course' of the dlacase?' 
Do people die of it? 

"Ordinarily, tho fever lasts from: 
three to four days and the patient re- 
covers. But while tho proportion of* 
dentins .In the present epidemic has- 
generally been low/ In 'some places the 
outbreak has been severe nnd deaths* 
have been numerous. When death oc- 
curs It Is usually the result of a com- 
plication." , 

What causes the disease and how. is 
it spread? 

"Hncteriologlsls who have studied In- 
fluenza epidemics In the pnst have 
found, in ninny of the cases a very 
Small rod-shaped germ called, nftor its- 
discoverer, Pfelffer's bacillus. In other 
cases of apparently the siune kind of 
dlsense.ihere were found pneuinococcli 
.the. germs of lobar pneumonln; Still 
others have been caused by strepto- 
cocci,. and by others germs with long 
names. 

"No 'matter what particular kind of 
germ causes the epidemic, it Is now 
believed - that Influenza Is always- 
spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with tho very small droplets of mucus f 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
-forceful talking, and the like by one- 
Who already has the germs of the dis- 
ease. They may also be carried nbout 
In tlie nlr In the form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and: 
sneezing, or from crireless people who 
spit on the floor nnd on the sidewalk.^ 
As In most other catching diseases, ^ip^*^ 
person who hns only a mild attack of 
the disease himself may give a very 
severe attack to others." 

What should be done by those who* 
catch the disease? 

"It Is very Important thnt every per- 
son who becomes sick with influenza 
should go home at once and "go to bed. 
This will help keep away dangerous 
complications and will, at the 'same 
time, keep the' patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. It Is highly 
desirable Mint no one be allowed t<> 
sleep In the same room with the pa- 
tient. In fact, no one but the .nurse 
should lie allowed In the room. 

"If there is cough nnd sputum or 
running of tlie eyes ami * nose, enjQe'" 
should be taken that all such- 
cl i urges are col 
or rag or paper nap 
If the patient complains of fever and 
headache, he should be given 'water to- 
drink, a cold compress to the forehead 
nnd a light sponge. Only such medi- 
cine should he given as is prescribed 
by lite doctor. It Is foolish to ask the 
druggist to prescribe and may be dan- 
gerous to take tlie so-called 'safe, sure 
and harmless' remedies advertised by 
patent medicine manufacturers. 

"If the patient Is so situated that he 
can be attended only by some one who 
must ulso look ufter others In the fam- 
ily, It Is advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apron or gown over 
the ordinary house clothes while in tlie 
sick room nnd slip this oft when leav- 
ing to look after the others. 

"Nurses and attendants will do welt 
to guard against breathing in danger- 
ous disease germs by wearing a simple 
fold of gauze or musk while near the 
patient." 

Will a person who has had Influenza 
before catch the disease again? 

"It Is well known that an attack of 
measles or scarlet fever or siiiullpox 
usually protects a person against an- 
other attack of the same disease. This- 
appears not to be true of 'Spanish in- 
fluenza.' According to newspaper re-* 
ports the King of Spain sufTered on. 
attack of influenza during the epi- 
demic thirty years ago, and was again 
stricken during the recent outbreak in 
Spain." 

How can one guard against influ- 
enza? 

"In guarding against disease of all. 
% klnds, It Is Important that the body be- 
kejit strong, and able to fight ofT dis- 
ease germs. This can be done hy hav- 
ing a proper proportion of work, piny 
and rest, by keeping tlie body well 
clothed, and by eating sulllclent whole- 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet, It Is well to re- 
member thnt milk Is onc of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
ns well as. children^ So far as a dis- 
ease like Influenza Is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere recognize the 
very close relation between Its spread 
and overcrowded homes. While it Is 
not always possible, especially In 
times like the present, to avoid such 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd* 
lag to a minimum. The value of fresh 
nlrthrough open windows cannot be 
over emphasized. 

"When crowding Is unavoidable, as 
In street cars,, care should be tuken to. 
keep, the face so turned as not to In- 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person. 

"It is especially Important to be-„ 
ware of the person who coughs or 
sneezes wlt'hout covering bis mouth 
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nose,

When the history of the great war 
comes to be written in the days after 
the tumult and the shouting have died 
away, the fortunate chroniclers of the 
momentous events now In progress will 
have .access to enormously valuable 
and enormously numerous "documents" 
of a kind with which their predeces- 
sors ^of. the nineteenth century were 
but scantily supplied, and those of 
earlier times next to not at all. 

Photography can hurdly be called 
new, and as long ago as our war be- 
tween the states we had photographers, 
notubly the never to be sufficiently 
thanked Brady, who Immortalized t\w\ 
leading figures and some of the events 
In that conflict. But what' was done 
with the clumsy cameras of that era 
can liurdly.be mentioned In comparison 
with the achievements of the men who 
today follow every army, often to the 
very front of battle. The products of 
their courage and skill will constitute 
a. priceless treasure In the future, and 
the students of this war, even In re- 
mote ages, will be able actually- to see 
Its every phase and operation. 

The reproduction of photographs by 
printing processes Is equally far ad- 
vanced beyond the old standards of ex- 
cellence, and reproductions have be- 
come wonderfully cheup. Iadeo/1, so 
cheap are they and bq abuadant that 
few of us realize the need of their 
preservation, and the result' Is that 
already foreslghtod collectors of care- 
lessly treated magazines and supple- 
ments are storing awuy the founda- 
tions of fortunes not to be scorned, 
even in these days of multimillionaires. 
With the vvur.IeHS than four years old, 
copies of periodicals that cost only a 
r fe\v pennies Wow fetch as r m'any dol- 
lars, and "complete sets" are becoming 
hard to get at any price.— From Topics 
of the Times, In New. York Times.

A recent article ■ In The Outlook 
takes the position that "recoverable 
3r productive assets" amounting to 
$10,000,000,000 for the' benefit* of the 
American people stand against war 
loans at present authorized, amounting 
to $24,000,000,000? It Is estimated that 
the total outlay for the two years end- 
ing June 30, 1010, will be $30,000,702,- 
470. 

The "recoverable assets" Include 
510,000,000,000 authorized for loans to 
the allies; $2,7. r >0.000.000 for ships nml- 
shipyards; $1,000,000,000 for railways 
in Krnncc; ariny warehouses, $228,000.- 
000: domestic railways., financial and 
.rrnln purposes", $1,050,000,000; and va- 
rious permnnent Investments, $072.- 

% 000.000. 

These conclusions, reached by Mr. 
1. II. Price, are sustained by the rea- 
soning of Sir George Palsh and many 
other European economists. It Is com- 
monly assumed that the "gross cost 
of war," Including all economic losses, 
loss of trade, destructlou of property, 
dissipation of materials, excess con- 
sumption of commodities and the Inci- 
dental wnste-of "utility," may be dis- 
counted about half to arrive at the 
"true net cost." On this bnsls the 
London Statist estimates that the real 
economic loss to all the belligerent nn- 
tlons will not exceed $107,000,000,000 
to the end of 1017. Since then, of 
course, there has been a tremendous 
destruction which It Is Impossible at 
the moment to approximate.

THE BLUE TRIANGLE 
AT RUSSIA'S FRONT 



The Blue Triangle clubrooms In 
P.etrogrnd were In half shadow. A 
few scattered candles flung gleams as 
persistent and as vague as Uusslu's 
hope of liberty.. A hundred Itusslun 
girls and six young men were guests 
of the Hist l'oung Women's Chrlstlnn 
association In all Russia. It was a 
gala afternoon ten but It was dark 
because the winter days end at three 
o'clock and there Is a restriction oh 
the use of candles and. kerosene as 
well as of electricity. 

The girls were making merry even 
In the gloom of winter, the twilight 
and, the tragedy of wnr. One slender 
white-faced girl with purple-shadowed 
eyes was merrier than all the rest. 
Her wit arid rluglng lnugh were con- 
tagious. % 

"Soriya Is wonderful tonight," one 
girl whispered to another ' as she 
stirred gently Into her ten the one 
lump of sugar doled out carefully for 
the party. The Y. \V. C. A. secre- 
taries had been saving the sugar for 
months — putting aside nt each meal 
one of the two lumps served with the 
coffee In the restaurant, that there 
might be a bit of sweet for this first 
party. There -was no bread. 

"Sonya Is not drinking her tea," 
her pale little admirer went on, "yet 
she fainted ..this morning at the fac- 
tory and the forewoman said she was 
liungry." 

"We're all hungry,'* was the mo- 
notonous reply. "It wasn't that." 

Something stopped the laughter and 
talk suddenly but the hush that fell 
In the dimly lit room was as joyous as 
the gaiety. One of Russia's greatest 
singers stood by the piano and lifted 
up her glorlouw voice filled with the 
-tears and heartbreak that people at, 
peace call thrills. 

They went away early when the 
music was done — tnese sad-eyed, half- 
starved little guests of the Blue Tri- 
angle — for danger lurks In the dark 
of Petrograd streets, robberies and 
murders — sharp little by-products of 
a nation's chaos and a world at war. 
Sonya lingered after the others 
Were gone. She was standing close 
by the secretary-hostess' chair when i 
she turned from saying good-night to 
the last one of the other girls. The 
laughter had died out -of the girl's 
eyes ami the gaiety from her voice. 
. **WiJI you give me a note to the 
factory superintendent," she asked, 
"telling him I'm attending classes 
here at nlghtT'. She spoke In French, 
for she knew no Kugllsh, and the sec- 
retary, no Russian. 

"Yes, If It will help you." The sec- 
retary was glad to glvo 4ier such a 
iTote but she was curious. "Tell me 
why." 

**lf be knows the girls are going to 
night classes lie wont put us on the } S= 
night shift. He will let us work days 
«o we can come. Yesterday I asked 
for the night shift. Today I have 
changed my mind." 

The secretary wondered. Sonya 
hud not been lu • any of the classes. 
Had the. bright little party given her 
•an interest la the work of the assocla- 
' tioo? Had the friendliness of , the 
American secretaries reached her? 
Was It the music that had given her 
nn Impetus to study toward something 
lieyoiiri a factory? 

"What is It that Interests you?" the 
secretary asked her. "You are not In 
. any of the classes now, are you? What 
Is it you wain to take up?" 

"This morning I looked out the fac- 
tory window," and Sonya *s voice re- 
minded the secretary of the call of a 
night bird before a storm. ."Down In 
the courtyard was a crowd and three 
men were killed. Killed by the po- 
lice—the bolshevik police, while 1 
stood there and watched. They stild 
they were anarchists. One was my 
brother. Another wns my sweetheart. 
I came here tonight to forget. But I 
cannot forget. Always I will remem- 
ber. I want nothing now but to car- 
ry on their work, and to do thnt-I must 
study and learn — I must I nun English 
and many other things. I want to go 
In nil the classes.. If the foreman at 
the factory knows 1 do that, he will 
help, lie will let me work days." 

In the. dark, the hunger, the cold, 
and the terror of P.trograd. the Blue 
Triangle Is sending out Its shining In- 
vitation to the bewildered women and 
young girls of RuhsIii. It Is offering 
a little oasis In the midst of the 
chaos whore they may come and rest 
and relax, play games, listen to 
music, study English, French, stenog- 
raphy, bookkeeping, or' music, and ns 
one tired girl expressed It. forget for 
jhe moment thnt they arc In Petro- 
grad. Most of the girls who gather 
at. the sign of the. Blue Triangle are 
bookkeepers and stenographers, but 
scattered among them are factory 
girls, domestics, and girls who never 
have worked. 

"In Petrogrnd nnd elsewhere In 
Russia," says Miss Clarissa Spencer, 
world secretary of the Y. >Y.. C. A. 
who started the work In Russia; "girls 
formerly employed lu government of- 
fices come to us who haveystmck 
agnlns.t. the.bolshevl8ts. They're out 
of Jobs. Tbey'r.e hungry. One girl 
told me she couldn't take gymnasium 
work. It gave her such un appetite. 
But they refuse to return to work for 
the bolshevlsts." 

Miss Helen Ogdem one of the Y. W; 
IC. A. secretaries who was forced to 
leave Petrograd on account of the Ger- 
Mnan advance, writes home that: "It's 
like living on the screen of a melo- 
drnmn to he In Russia. Bullets and 
(shooting are almost as familiar street 
-sounds here as the clung of the street 
•cnr.nnd the honk of the automobile at 
homo. Here we learn to live and work 
under frequent shooting ami street 
•battles and to flee only when we are

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COLLISION DURING A STORM 
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Twelve Thousand-Ton. British Ship 

Otranto, Carrying American Troops, 

Sunk in Crash Between Irish 

and Scottish Coasts. 

London, Oct. 14.— Upward of 400 
American troops and members of the 
crew are missing after it collision be- 
tween the 12,000-ton British steamer 
Otranto ami another British vessel oft 
Islay island. 

More than 1,000 were aboard 
Otranto, Including 700 American 
dlers nnd a crew of nearly ttOO. 

Islny Is one of the Islands of 
Inner Hebrides off the southwest coast 
of Scotland near North ehunnel, which 
separates Scotland and Ireland. - 

A hundred bodies have already been 
■washed ashore. 

The Otranto collided In a stormy sea 
(with the steamship Kashmir. The col- 
lision was due to a failure of the 
Otranto's steering gear, It Is reported. 
As the Otranto was being driven to- 
wnrd the rocky const of the Island Brit- 
ish destroyers hastened to the rescue 
and did heroic work. 

Most of the soldiers Jumped over- 
hoard. The first destroyer picked up 
all she could possibly hold, being com- 
pelled to steam away when overloaded. 
This destroyer raced to shore' with be- 
tween 300 and 350 survivors. 

Twenty soldiers that hud jumped 
overboard were seen to be hurled by 
the sea against the Island's rocks. 
They were later rescued while cling- 
ing to wreckage and were tnken to 
Belfast. 

The Otranto was hurled against the 
.reefs before It was possible for the de- 
ntroyor which arrived first on the seen » 
to give further aid. 

The Otranto was a vessel of *12,124 
gross tons, built in 1009 and owned by 
the Oriental Steamship Navigation 
company-'' She \ hailed from Belfast. 

The Kashmir is a vessel of S.841 
tons, built in 1015 nnd owned by the 
Peninsular & Oriental Steamship & 
Navigation company. She hailed from 
Greenock. /

YANK PRISONERS GET GIFTS 



Christmas Packages for American Sol- 
diers In German Prison Camps 
Go Free. 

Washington, Oct. 11.— Christmas 
packages for American soldiers in 
Germnn and Austrian prison camps 
must be received by the American Red 
Cross before October 15. Only one 
pnekage will be sent to each prisoner 
and preference will be given to the 
package prepnred by the prisoner's 
fnmlly. Each package must not 
'weigh more than 11 pounds nnd should 
benr the soldier's name, regiment, the 
mime of the prison camp and the prov- 
ince In Germany or Austria In which 
the camp Is situated. Packages are to 
be addressed to Warehouse, Atlantic 
Division, American Red Cross, 20 East 
Fifteenth street, New York city. The 
name and address of the sender and 
the words "Christmas package for 
American prisoner of war," should up- 
peur on the package, which will be for- 
warded free of chnrge. 



Washington, Oct. 10.— Resuming re- 
vision of the war revenue bill the sen- 
ate finance committee considered the 
beverage sections and reduced the tax 
of 53 a gallon on distilled spirits used 
for beverage purposes as provided In 
the house bill to $0.40 a gallon. The 
doubled rates on beer and wine were 
approved. 

Thejircscnt rnte on spirits for bev- 
erage purposes Is $3.20 a gallon, which 
the committee established as the rate 
for distilled spirits used for nonbev- 
erage purposes, such as manufacture 
of perfumes nnd medclnes, instead of 
the $4.40 tux proposed by the house 
on thnt class. 

Reduction of the beverage rate from 
$S to $0.50 per gallon on distilled spir- 
its, it was stated, is expected to stimu- 
late both consumption and withdrawal 
from bonded warehouses, and thereby 
Increase the $795,000,000 which the 
house proposed to raise from this 
source. 

The probable effect of the pending 
nutlonal prohibition legislation was 
considered, Chnlrman Simmons said, 
In revising the intoxicating beverage 
rutes. Whether national prohibition 
becomes effective July 1, it was be- 
lieved tfy the committee that the lower 
rate on distilled beverages would In- 
crease federal revenues. 

The pipe line rnte was Increased. It 
was explained, because recent freight 
rnte increases have not reached the 
private pipe line operators and the 
higher taxis designed to equalize the 
oil transportation situation. 

Insurance taxi features were passed 
over temporarily.

The reply Is considered here to Indi- 
cate that Germany's diplomatic front 
is n> ilexlble as |ier military front. 

Some of the commentators ilnd the 
reply so worded its to show the hope 
of the Germans thnt It will result In 
cleavage between the allies. General 
La Croix in the Temps says: "Ger- 
many's acceptance of President Wllr 
son's conditions Is an avowal of de- 
feat. l*o<h Is the sole judge from the 
military point of view and will know 
how to exact the necessary guaran- 
tees and what territorial, occupations 
must he Imposed." 

Almost, all the newspapers express 
similar views. 

in addition to recalling IMsinhrek's 
nil bless methods In the 1S71 armistice, 
It is pointed out that when the Ger- 
mans In 1014 sought to secure France's 
neutrality Germany was not willing 
t»> accept France's word, but demand- 
ed lo be permitted to occupy Toul and 
Verdun as a guarantee. 

In Its earlier survey of the. reply 
the Temps says: 

"The form, of the reply Is submis- 
sive. Germuny admits our victory. 
Let us rejoice. "-But the formation of 
the reply Is crafty. Germany attempts 
to dodge all the consequences; of her 
defeat. Let us beware. In appear- 
ance Germany accepts President Wil- 
son's demands! In reality she Intro- 
duces two restrictions which annul ev- 
erything. 

"She accepts President Wilson's 
points, but as bases, not as conditions. 
To accept conditions closes debate; to 
accept bases opens debate. 

"The pretense that the present Ger* 
mtin government has been formed 
through agreement of a great majority 
of the relchstag," the article continues, 
"says nothing. .The same thing was 
said: after the formation of the Ilert- 
llng ministry. The Hohenzollern re- 
gime, has only chunged Its label." 

La Llherte says: "Our military com- 
mand alone Is qualified to decide the 
measures to be imposed." 

""Germany lias lost the war," says 
LT loin me Libre, Premier Ciemenceau's 
newspaper.

First Lord of B/ltlsh Admiralty Callo 
on U. S. to Speed Destroyers and 
Antl-Submarlne Devices — War ■ 
to Just Peace.* 

New York, Oct/ 10.— Sir Eric Ged- 
des, iirst lord of the British admiralty,, 
asserted the U-boat menace today Is 
"greater than It ever was." 

Speaking at a dlruer given by the 
Pilgrim society, Sir Erie* said that 
within the 'lust few days he and Vice 
Admlrul Sir Ludovic Dufl of the Brit- 
ish navy had discussed the situation 
with Secretary Daniels and Admlrul 
Benson, and tlint "complete unity of 
view" had been reuehed. lie said : 

Vlt Is with Mr. Diuileis' full concur- 
rence that I make this statement, that 
there Is no greater service that can be 
rendered by the civilians of the United 
Stutes today than to expedite the out- 
put of destroyers and antl-submnrlno 
crnft and appliances of every descrip- 
tion. 

"Your secretary of the navy Is press- 
ing upon contractors and workmen the 
nnval order 'Full speed ahead' In this 
work of paramount Importance. 

'.'There Is no greater need today 
than for the utmost naval effort 
against the great offensive of the sub- 
marine now materializing nnd which 
the allied navies will defeat us they 
have defeated every other effort of the 
enemy. But that defeat can be as- 
sured only If this need Is recognized 
nnd the wants of the two navies sup- 
plied." 

Sir Eric declared It lfl the British 
admiralty's opinion that the U-boat 
menace "comes nnd goes" and that to- 
day it Is not dead. He warned: 

"Indeed, it Is greater today than It 
ever wns. The effort Is greater than 
ever. I think we are approaching a 
point" where submarine warfare Is 
again the weakest front of the allies." 
Sir Eric said that, while he must 
resist the temptation to allude to the 
political situation, there w.ere two 
things he was convinced had not 
changed. He said : 

"6ne Is our absolute loyalty to those 
nations associated with us, nod the 
other Is our determination to continue 
the war and hot be diverted nnt41 we 
have secured the only pence which 
could Justify all this terrible suffering 
and destruction brought about by the 
Iniquity of our common enemy. . 

"We must not relax the muscles of 
our lighting arm nor our war effort li. 
any anticipation of an early pence. To 
do so would render uny discussion pro- 
longed and less satisfactory."

"The uiHjualllled acceptance by the 
present German government and by a 
inrge majority of the relcbstag of the 
terms laid down by the president of the 
United States of America In his ad- 
dress to tlie congress of the United 
States on the 8th of January, 1018, and 
in his subsequent addresses justifies 
the president In making a frank" and 
direct statement; of his decision with 
regard io the communications of the 
^German government of the 8th and 
12th of October, 1018. 
' "It must be clearly understood that 
the process of evacuation and the con- 
ditions of an armistice are matters 
which must be left to the Judgment 
and ndvieo of the military advisers of 
the government of the United States 
und the allied governments. 

Huno Must End Crimes, 
"lie feels confident that he can safe- 
ly assume that this will also be the 
Judgment and decision of the allied 
governments. 

"The president feels that It Is also 
his duty to add that neither the gov- 
ernment of the United Stutes nor, ho , 
is quite sure, the governments with I 
which the government of the United 
States Is associated as a belligerent, 
will consent to consider an armlstlco 
so long as the armed forces of Ger- 
many continue the Illegal and Inhu- 
mane practices which they still persist 

In. 

"At the ,very time that the German 
government approaches the govern- 
ment of the United States with pro- 
posals of peace Its submarines are en- 
gaged in sinking passenger ships at 
sea, and not the ships alone, but the 
very boats In .whfcli their passengers 
and* crews seek to make their way to 

safety.' 

"Cities and villages, If not destroyed, 
are being stripped of all they contiln, 
not only, but very often of their very 
Inhabitants. 

"Tlie nations associated against Ger- 
many cannot be expected to agree to a 
cessation of arms while acts of inhu- 
manity, spoliation and desolation are 
being continued which they Justly look 
upon with horror and with burning 
hearts. , 

"it is necessary, also In order that 
there may be no possibility of mlsun- 
derstnndlng that the president should 
very solemnly call the attention of the 
government of Germany to the lan- 
guage 'and plain Intent of one of the 
terms of peace which the German gov- 
ernment has now accepted. It Is con- 
tained Iti tlie address of 'the president 
delivered at Mount Vernon on the 
Fourth of July last. 

Must End Atrocities. 
"It Is as follows: *The destruction 
of every arbitrary power anywhere 
that can separately, secretly and of 'its 
single choice disturb the peace' of the 
world ; or, If It cannot be presently de- 
stroyed, lit least its reduction to vlr- 
tuul'liiipotency.' 

"The power which has hitherto con- 
ti oiled the German nation Is of the 
sort here described. It Is within the 
choice of the German nation to alter It 
The president's words Just quoted nat- 
urally V constitute a complete prece- 
dent to pence, If peace Is to come by 
the actloa of the German people them- 
selves. 

"The president feels bound to say 
that the whole process, of peace will, 
in his Judgment, depend upon the def- 
Inltencss and the satisfactory charac- 
ter of the guarantees which can bo 
given In this fundamental matter. 

"It Is indispensable that. the govern- 
ments associated against Germany 
should know beyond a peradventure 
with whom they are dealing. 

"The- president will make a separate 
reply to the royal and Imperial gov- 
ernment of Austria-Hungary. 

"Accept, sir, the renewed assurances 
of my high consideration.

Cloquet, Moose Lake, Kettle River 
and Many Other Towns Are De- 
stroyed—Rescuers Find Burned Bod- 
ies of Many Victims. '^ 

Duluth, Oct. 14.— Disastrous forest 
fires that swept through northeastern 
Minnesota Saturday and Sunday 
caused about a thousand deaths and 
laid In ruins a large section of that 
part of the state. 

Latest estimates place the death list 
at close to 1,000. Hundreds of persons 
are more or less seriously burned. • 
thousands are destitute and homeless 
and the property loss qj}U run -into 
many millions of dollars. At least a 
dozen towns and cities were destroyed, 
•riie worse blazes were at Moose Lake, 
Kettle Itlvcr and Cloquet In Moose 
Lake and immediate vicinity It Is esti- 
mated more than 300 persons perished 
In tlie flames. Between 300 and 400 
coffins have been ordered sent to this 
town alone. 1 • 

A dangerous fire is reported to have 
developed In tho vicinity of Schultz 
Lake, a summer resort, twenty miles 
northenst of here. All means of com- 
munlcafon with, that district have 
been destroyed. Persons familiar with 
the district said there Is little chance 
for loss of life there, but the property 
loss may be heavy. 

Although countless smnll fires were 
burning throughout the district today 
and the more serious blazes had died 
down considerably during the night, a 
revival of the sovcnty-mlle-an-hour 
gnle of Saturday would bring further 
horrors and add greatly to the tragedy. 
200 In Duluth Morgues. 
Duluth morgues have approximately 
200 charred bodies and ofilclals esti- 
mate that several hundred more dead 
I men. women and children are scat- 
tered throughout the fire region. 

It Is. estimated that 40,000 persons 
are destitute. 

Cloquet, llrookston, Brevator, Co- 
rona, Adolph, Thompson. Arnold, 
Moose Lake, Kettle Itlvcr, Twig, Ttlce 
Lake and Wright have been wiped out. 
Refugees declared this afternoon that 
charred bodies were seen in these 
towns as they were fleeing from the 
fire zone. Scores of hamlets and hun- 
dreds of settlers' homes have been de- 
stroyed. 

The property and timber loss will 
total ninny millions, and will surpass 
that caused by any of the historic fires 
6i • previous years which have swept 
this region. 

Every hour adds to the horror of the 
disaster and each hour brings addition- 
al names to the list of dead. 

At .Moose Lake a correspondent saw 
seventy-five bodies piled In a fire-gut- 
ted building. On a road leading out of 
Moose Lake, at least 100 bodies wero 
strewn here.and there. A relief work- 
er reported that In a root cellar be- 
tween Moose Lake and Kettle River 
there were thirty bodies piled In a 
heap. 

Ajljt Gen. W. F. Ithlnow of St. Paul, 
who arrived, In Moose Lake to super- 
vise relief work In the devastated 
north country, estimated tonight that 
more than 300 lives were lost In 
Moose Lake and Its Immediate vicin- 
ity. Between 300 and 400 caskets have 
Iwen ordered shipped to Moose Lako 
by the adjutant general for distribu- 
tion In Unit district 

Up to Necks In Water. 
Most of those who escaped death at 
Moose Lake bought their lives by risk- 
ing drowning, standing up to their 
necks In the lake all night, with waves 
driven by the gale sweeping over them. 
Efforts to reach Kettle Itlvcr, Minn., a 
town of 1100, near Moose Lake, wero 
unavailing at last reports, and several 
hundred may have, died there. 

'The Duluth armory was packed with 
refugees yesterday. The fact that 
many of them were slightly burned 
caused rescue workers to fear tho 
death list would be even greater than 
the present estimates. Private homes 
were thrown oped to the victims. More 
than a score of women In delicate con- 
dition are in local hospitals. 

The fives around Duluth caused more 
than $1,000,000 In damage. The Coun- 
try club and 'the "massive Children's 
Home are In ashes. Automobile par- 
ties dashed through the fire to reach 
the Nopemlng sanitarium, where nil 
the 100 tuberculosis patients were res- 
cued. Several or the machines caught 
fire, but there were no casualties; 

Woodland und Lester park, Duluth 
recreation' centers, were swept by the 
names; The Cobb school, Northern Pa- 
cific yards, 75 houses In the Coolman 
addition, the Duluth Log company's 
yards and scores of scattered houses 
nlso were consumed.
